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WHITE ANIMALS ALL DEAF. 



Dr. F. C. Hefflebower, who is a 
specialist in treatment of diseases 
of the eye and ear, has been called 
upon to treat an unusual patient. 
Dr. Hertlebower's practice is usually 
among humans, but this case is out 
of the ordinary, and he has been 
induced to bring all his professional 
knowledge to the rescue of a white 
collie dog called " Frost King," one 
of the star performers hi the collie 
ballet of The Top of the World. 
For some weeks Frost King has 
boon gradually giowing deaf. Of 
late his infirmity has become so 
marked that he has been withdrawn 
fiom the stage, despite tears and 
protests on the part of the dancing 
girl, who for eighteen months has 
tnon his partner in the collie ballet. 

As soon as Frost King's deafness 
had first been noted the manager of 
The Top of the World took the 
valuable animal to several veteri- 
narians for examination. The ver- 
dict was, in each case, that he was 
giowing deaf and that nothing could 
lie done for him. Then it was 
decided that an appeal would be 
made to a specialist in human dis 
eases, with the hope that tl e most 
scientific treatment might accom- 
plish something. 

There seems, however, little hope 
that Frost King will ever reoceupy 
the place which he has so proudly 
filled iu the collie ballet. Unless 
he can hear and respond promptly 
to the wotd of command, he oan 
not paiticipate in the ballet, and 
Dr. Hefflebower does not believe 
that he will recover his hearing. 
"Of course," said the doctor, "I 
have not yet seen the dog, and his 
deafness may be due to some situ 
pie cause which can be easy 
moved. I suspect, however, that 
he is suffering from a constitutional 
weakness, common to -til white dogs 
and, in fact, all white animals. It 
is a curious fact, little known per- 
haps, that fully 50 per cout of the 
young of white dogs, white horses 
and white cattle are born stone deaf 
This rule does not apply to albinos 
of any species The albino— the 
white animal with pink eyes — is an 
accident of nature. Its color cells 
contain no pigment. That is the 
reason it's white. The rule of deal 
ness applies among animals which 
their white color to Ihe breed- 
ing of many generations of selected 
individuals. The deafness is na- 
tuie's protest against the artificial 
regulation of natural tendencies. 
I have seen many white bull teniera 
with blue eyes, and I never saw one 
which waa uot stone deaf."

If the audience greeting Mr 
Wyand's return to the Boston So- 
ciety pulpit, ou January 10th, was 
small in numbers, it was not small 
in enthusiasm.

To that end, 
another Donation Day is proposed 
for Saturday, January 30th, and all 
the New England deaf are invited 
to send money or other contri 
butions by mail, in case they car - 
not personably attend. The Home 
will be open from two until ten 
on that day, and it is earnestly hop 
ed that this occasion may pn 
successful as that of last October. 

In common with all who study 
the International Lessons, we are 
inteiested just now in the begin 
nings of the Christian Church. All 
good commentators emphasize the 
fact, that it was not only in their 
sacred worship, but in their social 
life, that the early Christians « 
united. So in our mid-week social 
assemblies — otherwise called sewing 
societies — we are steadily growing 
in Ihe union, which is strength.

The New York Herald of Wed- 
nesday, January 27th, contained 
the following. Ileerdt was an in- 
telligent young mii'i, and whs 
educated at the New York Institu- 
tion : — 

Pushing his way through a crowd 
on the Twenty-eighth street station 
platform of the Third avenue ele- 
vated railroad at half past Ave 
o'clock last evening, Herman 
Ileerdt, a calendar maker, of No. 
339 East 173d Street, stepped in 
front of a northbound train and 
was instantly killed. 

From the papers found in the 
dead man's pockets life name and 
address were ascertained and his 
wife notified. Mrs. Ileerdt, being 
a deaf-mute, could throw little light 
upon the cause of her husband's 
not. 

Two writings were found upon 
the body. One was dated Decem- 
ber 25th, 1908, and road:— 

" Qod and truth. I promise that 
I will not divorce or 'separate from 
my husband Herman." This was 
signed "Kate Ileerdt." 

Upon a fragment of paper the 
following was written: — 

" I never knew about it until to- 
day. I found it in my drawer. I 
can't live witli her any more. Do 
not tell where I live. I want you 
to send for Huppel by Wednes- 
day ." This was unsigned. 

Mrs. Ileerdt's mother, Mrs. Paul 
Weber, who lives with her daugh- 
ter, said that her son-in-law, who 
was also a deaf mute, had been act- 
ing strangely for several weeks. He 
had been ordered by his employers 
to take a long rest. 

Mrs. Weber said she bad noticed 
mouths ago that there was a differ- 
ence between Ileerdt and his wife, 
but coul.l not get her daughter to 
divulge the nature of it. The 
couple, she said, frequently had 
what appeared to be quarrels in the 
sign language. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ileerdt. had been 
married five years. They had one 
child, a daughter, three years old, 
who is not deprived of the power of 
speech. 

When Ileerdt jumped to the 
tracks the molorman quickly ap- 
plied the emergency brakes. The 
lights in the train went mil as after 
a series of jolts it came to a stand- 
still. Many of the passengers at- 
tempted to climb over the gates and 
through the windows, and for a few 
moments there was a commotion in 
the train. The frightened ones 
were soon assured by the guards 
that there was no danger and the 
excitement subsided.

This most excellent result reflects 
the greatest of credit upon the in- 
telligence and industry of the 
alumni of the school. I t.hjmk you 
from the bottom of my heart for 
what you have done and commend 
you most heartily for it. 

Of com so, we anticipated from 
the first that a great many could do 
nothing, others could do very little, 
but. the aggregate is beyond our 
expectations. Il really shows what 
great work many can do when each 
one helps a little, and should en-

The ««iilln n«l«-i Memorial. 

It is proposed to create h memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas (lulluudet, 
D.D., by tho erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Di'iif-Mutes. The present Church 
in situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
Indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifloeand he a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
th«» sileal peoples. Dr. Gallaadet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Ohttrob i« used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and tweuly- 
flve feet in depth. It will be three 
Stories in height, with a basement, 
and will he used for the social, re- 
tlgiOttS and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallaa- 
det Memorial I'arish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
Itself, in Its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to hi in whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
